Painting in books was a major art
form in the Middle Ages and
Renaissance. The artistic achieve-
ments of manuscript illuminators
from six regions in Italy during

the twelfth through sixteenth cen-
turies are explored through forty-
four exquisite volumes, individual
leaves, and miniatures from the J.
Paul Getty Museum, as well as a
select number of related medals and
panel paintings from the Gallery’s
own collection, a seven-minute
video on the complex process of
creating a manuscript, and listening
stations of recorded Gregorian
chants that appear in two of the
choir books on display.

'The exhibition begins in south-
ern Italy with a breviary from Mon-
tecassino, the cradle of Benedictine
monasticism, proceeding to Bolo-
gna, the site of the first medieval
university, and then on to Siena,
Florence, and the Renaissance
courts of northern Italy. It ends
in Rome, the seat of papal power
and home to some of the greatest
High Renaissance works of art.

Audubon’s Dream
Realized: Selections
from The Birds of
America

Through March 26, 2006
West Building, Central Gallery

John James Audubon (1785—1851)
produced some of the most beauti-
ful and lifelike depictions of birds
ever created. This exhibition pres-
ents one of the artist’s oil paintings,
the superb Osprey and Weakfish
(1829), a new gift to the Gallery
from Richard Mellon Scaife, as well
as fifty of the artist’s hand-colored
etchings selected from the Gallery’s
early edition of 7he Birds of America
(1827-1838), one of only two
known complete sets preserved in
an original, unbound state.

Audubon’s dream of recording
every bird native to North America
consumed nearly twenty years of
his life and was realized with the
publication of this mammoth edi-
tion consisting of 435 hand-colored
etchings, all based on his vivid
life-size drawings. Some of the set’s
most celebrated and outstanding
prints will be on view, including
American Flamingo (1838), Carolina
Parrot (1827), and Tvory-Billed Wood-
pecker (1829), which depicts a spe-
cies thought to be extinct until its
recent sighting in Arkansas.

In conjunction with the educa-
tion division of the National Gallery
of Art, the Audubon Naturalist
Society in Chevy Chase, Maryland
is offering a bird-watching walk
on November 19 and December 10,
where participants may view birds
portrayed by Audubon.

Pieter Claesz: Master
of Haarlem Still Life

Pieter Claesz, who lived and
worked in Haarlem between 1621
and 1660, was one of the most
important Dutch still-life painters
of the seventeenth century. Claesz
pioneered the development of
monochrome tabletop still lifes (so-
called banketjes), quietly restrained
works imbued with an extraordi-
nary sense of naturalism. The exhi-
bition showcases twenty-seven of
Claesz’s still lifes from all phases of
his career. The paintings of mince-
meat pies, breads, lemons, olives,
nuts, fruits, and wine are visual
feasts that delight the eye and whet
the appetite.

Monumental Sculp-
ture from Renaissance
Florence: Ghiberti,
Nanni di Banco,

and Verrocchio at
Orsanmichele

Through December 31, 2005
West Building, Main Floor

Three monumental masterpieces
of Italian Renaissance sculpture
by Lorenzo Ghiberti (1378 —1455),
Nanni di Banco (c. 1380/85—1421),
and Andrea del Verrocchio (1435—
1488) have traveled to the National
Gallery of Art to celebrate the com-
pletion of their restoration. It is
the first time that major works by
Ghiberti and Nanni di Banco are
on view in the United States.

The works, Ghiberti’s Saint
Matthew (1419-1423), Nanni di
Banco’s Quattro Santi Coronati
(Four Crowned Martyr Saints)

(c. 1409 —c. 1417), and Verrocchio’s
Christ and Saint Thomas (1467 —
1483), were originally created for
the exterior of Orsanmichele in
Florence, and they represent the
highest achievement of fifteenth-
century Florentine sculpture.
During the Renaissance, Orsanmi-
chele—one of the most important
though less well-known Renais-
sance structures— functioned both
as a church and a grain storage
and market facility; the Florentine
trade guilds chose it as the site for
statues of their patron saints. Since
1984 the statues have undergone
conservation under the supervision
of the Opificio delle Pietre Dure,
Florence’s premier national restora-
tion center.

The exhibition has been organized by
the National Gallery of Art, Wash-
ington, and the Opificio delle Pietre
Dure, Florence, in collaboration
with the Soprintendenza per i Beni
Architettonici e per il Paesaggio and
the Soprintendenza al Patrimonio
Storico Artistico e Etnoantropologico,
Florence.

Temporary exhibitions of art from
countries and cultures throughout
the world are presented on a regular
basis.
